STRONG REPORT ON 
THE ED­ 
MUNDS RESOLUriON. 


Congress Drawing to a Close—The 
Arid Region—Felton Likely 
to Hold His Seat—Etc.

SLO W IN G D O W N . 


T h e G overn m en t’s L e g isla tiv e G rist-M ill 
G rin d ing Slow ly. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—One week 
from to-morrow, at noon, the Fiftieth Con­ 
gress will cease to exist. D uring the pres­ 
ent week the legislative m ill will grind 
steadily by night, as well as during the day, 
but the grist does not promise to be of great 
value. In the House motions to suspend 
the rules and pass bills and joint resolu­ 
tions are in order at any tim e during the 
last six days of the session, and 8peaker 
Carlisle has a long list of names of m em ­ 
bers who desire recognition to move their 
several bills. Two-thirds, instead of a m a­ 
jority, is required to pass bills under sus­ 
pension of the rules, aud there are few 
measures of any great im portance on the 
calendar that can get the requisite num ber of 
votes to succeed. 
The Indian and general deficiency ap­ 
propriation bills m ust be passed by the 
House this week, and th at body will also 
be required to adopt or reject the confer­ 
ence reports on the several appropriation 
bills which have been amended by the 
Senate. The international copyright bill 
is one which it is hoped can "be passed 
under suspension of the rules. 
To-morrow it is hoped the general de­ 
ficiency appropriation bill m ay bs passed. 
On Tuesday the Indian bill will be called 
up, and it may be passed under suspension 
of the rules. 
Mr. Randall has given 
notice 
that he will call up the reso­ 
lution fixing a day for the consideration 
of Cowles’ internal revenue bill as soon as 
the appropriation bills are passed. This 
resolution is worded so as to prevent fili­ 
bustering, and to fix an hour for taking the 
vote. Should it be adopted it would be 
equivalent to the passage of the b ill; but 
Mills, McMillan and others say they will 
filibuster against the passage of "the resolu­ 
tion, and if they do so they can probably 
prevent a vote being reached. R andall 
m ay move to pass the Cowles bill under 
suspension of the rules, in w hich event 
there could be no filibustering, but he 
would have to obtain a two-thirds majority 
to win. 
Most of the tim e of the Senate this week 
will be occupied in the consideration of the 
appropriation bills. The resolution pro­ 
viding for the investigation of Southern 
election outrages will probably be aban­ 
doned. The Democratic Senators are talk­ 
ing on the subject against time, to kill the 
proposed investigation, because they believe 
the Republicans will not hazard the defeat 
of the appropriation bills to carry out the 
caucus programme. 
The triends of the O klahom a bill are 
growing nervous lest it m ay fail between 
the two houses, although the conference 
committee has agreed. 
The Senate will rem ain in executive ses­ 
sion, after March 4th, as long as m ay be 
necessary to confirm General H arrison’s 
nom inations, but no legislative business 
can be transacted, and the length of the 
session depends entirely upon the wishes 
of the President-elect. 


A R ID LA N D S. 


In fo rm a tio n R eg a rd in g th e G overn m en t 
Irrig a tio n S ch em e. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—Numerous 
letters from California and all parts of the 
country requiring irrigation are daily re­ 
ceived by Senators Stewart, Stanford and 
others, inquiring as to the exact status of 
legislation already had and w hat is pro­ 
posed to be done with regard to irrigation. 
Stewart, in a conversation with your cor­ 
respondent to-day, said : “If you will pub­ 
lish the following for the information of 
the people, you will gratify them and re ­ 
lieve us of m uch labor in replying to their 
letters. At the last session of Congress a 
law was passed for the purpose of investi­ 
gating the extent to which the arid region 
of the United States can be redeemed by 
the irrigation and segregation of irrigable 
lands in such 
arid 
regions, and 
ior 
the 
selection 
of 
sites 
for 
reservoirs 
and 
other 
hydraulic 
works 
neces­ 
sary for 
the 
storage and 
utilization 
of water for irrigation and the prevention 
of floods and overflows and to m ake the 
necessary maps, including the pay of era 
ployes iti the field and in the office, the 
cost of all instrum ents, apparatus and m a­ 
teria:» and all other ntcessary expenses 
connected therew ith, the work to be per­ 
formed by the Geological Survev, under 
the direction of the Secre'arv o’f the In ­ 
terior. The sum of $100,000." or so much 
thereof as m ay be necessary, and all lands 
which may hereafter be designated or se­ 
lected by such surveys for sites for reser­ 
voirs, ditches or canals for irrigation p u r­ 
poses, and all lands m ade susceptible of 
irrigation by such reservoirs, ditches or 
canals are from this tim e henceforth hereby 
reserved from sale as property of the 
United States, and shall not be subject, 
after the p arag e of this Act, to entry, set­ 
tlem ent or occupation until further pro­ 
vided by law; provided, that the President 
may at any time, in his discretion, by proc­ 
lam ation, open any portion or all "of the 
lands reserved by this provision to settle­ 
m ent under the homestead laws. 
“ As the bill passed the Senate, the reser­ 
v aro n only extended to reservoir sites and 
rights of way for ditches and canals, but 
the bill was amended in the House so as to 
e x t.n l the reservation to all lands to be 
irrigated by m e proposed hydraulic works. 
It will be observed that no title can now be 
acqairt-d to either reservoir sites, rights of 
way for ditches or canals, or lands sus­ 
ceptible of irrigation thereby, unless the 
President shall open such lands to hom e­ 
stead settlem ent. It was not intended by 
the Senate to reserve anything but reser­ 
voir sites and rights of way for ditches 
and canals, and this reservation ought 
to have been made years 
ago. 
The 
reservation of other lands, 
by am end­ 
ments 
in 
the 
House, 
is 
wrong 
and prevents the acquisition of title until 
it can be amended. 
For the purpose of 
proper legislation tor a system of irngation 
and the disposition of irrigated lands, a 
select committee, consisting of Senators 
Stewart, Allison, Plum b, Hiscock, Gorman, 
Reagan and Jones of Arkansas, has been 
appointed to visit the arid region and re­ 
port in December next, the necessary legis­ 
lation. 
An appropriation of $250,000 has 
been made at this session of Congress to 
continue the exploration and surveys pro­ 
vided for in the law above quoted.” 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


A Ringing Report Against European En­ 
croachments on the Isthmus. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.— Repre­ 
sentative McCreary of Kentucky, in behalf 
of the majority of the members of the 
Committee on Foreign A flairs, has prepared 
a report recom mending the adoption of the 
Edm unds Panam a Canal resolution. The 
report says the resolution comes to the 
H ouse after being carefully considered and 
alm ost unanim ously adopted by the Senate. 
It reaffirms a public policy that is of both 
national and international importance—a 
public policy that has been so intim ately 
interwoven with treaties, and the teachings 
of the doctrines and necessities of the 
American people, that it seems to have 
originated in the very earliest days of our 
republic. The joint resolution under con- 
uideration is in accordance with the decla­ 
rations m ade by Monroe, and applied to 
existing conditions aud the developm ent of 
events. 
After eulogizing the Monroe doctrine, the 
report says th at the doctrine has no lim ita­ 
tions, and was not confined to conditions 
existing at the tim e it was announced. 
Q uotations arc made from declarations of 
some of our Presidents and m any of our 
leading state?men to show that they have 
taken even stronger positions than are 
m aintained by the resolution under con­ 
sideration. and objects not only to E u­ 
ropean colonization, or an extension of Eu­ 
ropean political systems on the Amwican 
continent, but to any project w hich would 
give European Governments a new foot­ 
hold in America. 
The joint resolution under considt ration, 
-#ys toe report, am ply declares that the 


\ 


Government of the U nited States w ill look 
with serious concern and disapproval upon 
any connection of any European Govern­ 
m ent w ith the construction or control c f 
either the Panam a Canal or Nicaragua 
Canal, and will regard sucb connection or 
control as injurious to the rights and inter­ 
ests of the U nited States, and as a menace 
to their welfare, and asks if any one can 
deny the truth of these propositions. H is­ 
tory" shows that where other Governments 
put their m oney they soon follow with 
their power, and w hat is the aim of the 
great nations of Europe to take possession 
of the salient points and narrow straits of 
the world for the control of commerce and 
for aid in tim e of war? 
In the light of past events, can we doubt 
w hat would be the result if England or 
France, or either of the great Powers of 
Europe, should construct or—by indorsing 
bonds—control snch an im portant transit 
as a ship canal across the Isthm us of Da­ 
rien or a ship canal across Central America? 
If any European Government should con­ 
struct, or assist in the construction of a 
great public im provement, can it be fol­ 
lowed by the right of defending that im ­ 
provem ent? Colombia and Nicaragua are 
both weak Republics, and they would be 
forced to yield, either by treaty arrange­ 
m ent or concessions, to the governm ental 
authority promoting the enterprise. 
A 
conflict of interests w ith either would cer­ 
tainly occur, and the weaker Power wonld 
succumb to the greater Power, and the 
ultim ate result would be European dom ­ 
ination in Panam a or Nicaragua, and per­ 
haps an extension of such dom ination to 
other Republics. 
If this is allowed we abandon the prin­ 
ciples to which we have clung for nearly 
seventy years, and surrender the sacred 
principles which our fathers and fore­ 
fathers m aintained so successfully and so 
patriotically. The present, the report de­ 
clares, is an opportune and im portant time 
to announce the American policy w ith re­ 
gard to the Panam a Canal. 
De Lesseps 
has failed in his scneme. The work has 
s ’.opped, and the Government of France has 
been asked to construct, or control in some 
way the construction of the canal. 
Its 
control 
by

ment 
cannot 
but 
be 
regarded 
as 
injurious to th erlg h ts and interests of the 
United Sta.es, and as a menace to our wel­ 
fare. Moreover, our treaty obligations are 
far-rcaching aud the binding guarantees 
made by the U nited States with theR epub- 
lica through which tbe proposed inter- 
oceanic canals are to be constructed, makes 
it of a param ount importance to tbe people 
of tbe United States" that any attem pt on 
tbe part of European Governments to en­ 
gage in the construction or control of these 
canals should be watched with the greatest 
vigilance and looked upon with serious 
concern and disapproval. 
The tim e has come for our Government 
to define Its position and take a stand in 
behalf of 
our sister Republics of the 
W estern hemisphere. The day of isolation 
of the Americas has passed, and the day ol 
fraternity, friendship, improved commerce 
and enlarged national freedom, has come. 
Each year brings tbe United States and the 
Republics south of us into closer com­ 
m unication, and the day is not far distant 
when the three Americas will be con­ 
nected by railroads and bound together in 
common hopes and common ties. 
The adoption of the resolution will help 
to preserve tbe autonom y and advance the 
best interests of our sister republics south 
of us. The needs of our people, the dig­ 
nity of our Government and the m ainte­ 
nance of our supremacy on the Western 
Hem isphere dem and it. 


M IN E S A N D M IN T i. 


O u tp u t o f th e G old an d S ilv er M in es for 
th e T e a r —C oin age, etc. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—The D ir­ 
ector of the Mint, in his report on tbe pro­ 
duction of gold and silver in the United 
States during the calendar year, 1888, says: 
The gold product was 1 ,«44,927 ounces, of 
the value of $33.175,000. This is about the 
same as in 1877, being an excess of onlv 
175,000. Tbe silver product was 45,783,632 
fine ounces, of the commercial value of 
about $43.000,000, and coining value of 
$59,195,000. This is an increase of 4,515,­ 
329 fine ounces over the product in 1887. 
In addition to the product of onr own 
mines, some 10,000,000 ounces of silver 
were extracted in tbe United States from 
foreign ore end bullion, principally M exi­ 
can. 
The total refined product of the United 
States, in gold, was 1,777,877 fine ounces, 
and of silver 52,128,697 tine ounces. The 
value of gold deposiied at the Mints dur­ 
ing the .vear, not including redeposits, was 
$41,496,410. or—including redeposits—$48,- 
794,988. The foreign material comprised 
in 
this was 
$7,055,046. 
The am ount 
of silver deposited and purchased was 35,­ 
512,789 standard ounces, of a coining value 
of $41,323,973, exclusive of redeposits. 
The coinage of the Mints during the 
calendar year 1888 was as follow s: Gold, 
$31,380,808 ; silver dollars,$31,990,833 ; sub­ 
sidiary silver, $1,084.773, minor, $912,201. 
Total, $65,318,615. 
The im port of bullion and coin was $11,­ 
031,941, and the exports $34,619,667. The 
loss by export was $23,587,726. The im ­ 
port of silver was $21,592,062, and export 
$29,895,222. 
Loss by export, $8,303,160. 


STO CK SLAG ER’d LE TT ER S. 


T h e L an d C om m ission er R efu ses to R e c ­ 
o g n ize th e S en a te’s A u th o rity . 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—Commis­ 
sioner Stockslager of the General Land Of­ 
fice and Senator Stewart are still engaged 
in correspondence to determine w hether 
the former shall produce for the inspection 
of the Committee on Mines and 
Min­ 
ing, all the correspondence on file in his 
office relative to bringing suit against 
people who have cut tim ber from public 
lands in Nevada for m ining 
purposes. 
Stockslager says the production of all this 
correspondence would be prejudicial to the 
interests of the Government. The m em ­ 
bers of the comm ittee are of the opinion 
that they are competent judges of what best 
concerns the interest of th e Government. 
A final demand for th e correspondence has 
been made op d Stockslager, and if h e re­ 
fuses to se n d it to the committee, steps will 
betaken to punish him for contem pt. 


SEVEN DATS M O RE 


A B e lie t T h a t Felton W ill Not be Ouated 
From H is Sent. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 24th.—The gen­ 
eral opinion am ong the Republican m em ­ 
bers of the House is that the 8ullivan- 
Felton contested election case will not be 
decided before the adjournm ent. Mr. Bland 
and Mr. Crisp are both apparently anxious 
to call up the case, but it is thought their 
main purpose is tc use tbe contest as a 
buffer against the Cowles’ internal revenue 
bill. 
Only seven more days of the session 
rem ain, and the Republicans will insist 
upon ample tim e for debate if the majority 
should decide to consider the case. Mr. 
Felton’s friends, in any event, are satisfied 
that he will not be unseated.

W ashington, February 24th.—A Board

Dr. H aines asked them all to rise ami join 
in singing “ Our Native H om e,” to the 
tune of “ America,” and the words of the 
hym n were rendered with so m uch pathos 
that hundreds of the audience were affected 
to tears, and both the General and Mrs. 
Harrison were visibly affected. 
As the 
congregation passed out, all the members 
of the church and m any w ho were not 
members, flocked over to where the Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Harrison were standing, near 
the side entrance, and bade them good bye. 
A large crowd gathered outside to get a 
glim pse of tbe fam iliar features of their 
distinguished countrym an. General and 
Mrs. H arrison walked up Pennsylvania 
avenue, en route to their home, stopping 
on the way at Dr. H aines’ residence, to say 
a final good-bye to their pastor and his 
family. 
During the afternoon and evening many 
neighbors and friends called to bid them 
farewell and God-speed. The General will 
leave hom e at 2:15 p. m. to-morrow, es­ 
corted by Governor Hovey, Mayor Denny 
and other distinguished citizens.

R ochester, Februarv 24th.—An investi­ 
gation of the m anagem ent of the H nbbell 
Park Orphan A sylum reveals a horrible 
tale of cruelty. Form er nurses of the 
asylum testify that the Matron, Louisa K . 
Light, repeatedly whipped little orphans 
on the bare skin w ith a raw hide until the 
flesh was cut in pieces and the blood ran in 
streams. She caused children to be tied 
up in bags and placed in dark closets for 
disobedience. She discharged a valuable 
nurse for giving a drink of water to a child 
who had been severely whipped. The 
managem ent of the 
asylum deny the 
charges. 


ROUGH TREATMENT. 


Mormon BIdera Brutally, and Perhaps 
I “tally, Flogged In Indiana. 
E v a n sv ille (Ind.), February 24th,—Sev­ 
eral Mormon missionaries have been prose­ 
lyting for some tim e past in this section of 
the country. 
Two of them in Dnbois 
county have been claiming to perform 
miracles, but failed to do so. They were 
told by a num ber of citizens to leave the 
county, but refused. On Friday, w hile they 
were exhorting, several masked m en seized 
them , and stripped and tied them to trees, 


and gave them fifty lashes each on their 
bare backs. They were told they would be 
left to themselves until morning, but would 
be killed if found in the county on Satur­ 
day.

was a serious railroad accident on tbe E u­ 
ropean and N orth American road vester- 
day, near Bingman, Me.

T he robbery of ihe (rain a t Pixley, 
Thursday night, war a ghastly affair, result­ 
ing in double assassination. The robbers 
appear to have killed for the mere lust of 
killing, for they had the train at their 
mercy, having captured the engineer and 
fireman and taken them from the locomo­ 
tive. There ought to be such a vigorous 
search made for the assassins as will insure 
their capture. It will, indeed, be a State 
disgrace that will lower us in the estim a­ 
tion of even the frontier, if the m urderers 
are perm itted to escape. 
U nder our present system parsuit cao be 
made, however, by Sheriffs only within 
the bounds of their respective counties, ex­ 
cept they do so at their own expense, and 
to the possible neglect of duty in their 
bailiwicks. Here is an instance, therefore, 
that emphasizes the need for a State con­ 
stabulary. There is no State in the Union 
w here such a force is more demanded. 
The reasons are obvious : the knm eusity 
of our territory, the sparsely settled con­ 
dition of the country., and the ease with- 
w hich crim inals can escape into the moun­ 
tains and to adjacent territory. 
A State constabulary need not consist e~ 
more than half a dozen roen. 
These 
should be a chief, located at the cen­ 
ter of news com m unication and gath­ 
ering. 
H e should 
have power to ap­ 
point 
five officers, noted for detective 
skill, 
endurance, 
and 
the 
rapidity 
w ith w hich they discharge duty. These 
should be located at widely separated

points and be in telegraphic com m unica­ 
tion with their C hief and with each other- 
They would, of course, have authority to 
pursue into and through any ciu n ty and 
even beyond the State. They sh*H Id be 
given power to command the assistance of 
Sheriffs, Marshals, and .Constables in the 
State at any tim e. W ith a reasonable sum 
for expenses, a Chief, with such a force 
and the auxiliary aid referred to, could 
prevent the escape of a crim inal from the 
State alm ost with certainty in every case. 
The instant knowledge of a great crime 
was gained, such a force would be notified; 
it would in turn notify and put on watch 
for the crim inals every peace officer in the 
State. 
Every avenue would be put under 
surveillance instantly, and nearly fitteen 
hundred peace officers, scattered ail over 
the State, would be brought into activity 
in a common direction and under compe­ 
tent managem ent. 
It is easy to understand how such an 
ordered system, subject to the scrutiny of 
the Governor, would become a terror to 
evil-doers, and would become a potential 
agency in checking and detecting crime. 
It would alm ost wholly elim inate the re­ 
ward system, which is practically of little 
value under present conditions. Indeed, 
we are by no means certain that it is not 
a positive hindrance to the discovery of 
crime, and the bringing of crim inals to 
justice. 
It indaces 
officers to rem ain 
inactive in order to compel the author­ 
ities 
to 
offer 
rewards; 
it 
sets 
ail 
sort3 
of 
men 
at 
work, 
at 
cross 
purposes mostly, and w ithout competent 
direction essential to good, constabulary re­ 
sults. 
It rarely, if ever, induces a confed­ 
erate to deliver up his principal, and ex­ 
perience has shown, is by no means so ef­ 
fectual an agency as any one of the detec­ 
tive forces employed by express or railroad 
companies. 
Under a system providing for State con­ 
stables, who would operate w ithout the in­ 
centive of moneyed reward beyond their 
salaries, who would pursue crim inals and 
nnoarth crime according to plans not in 
conflict and ordered by a thoroughly com­ 
petent head; who would not be hindered by 
lim itations of jurisdiction, or labor under 
apprehension—as in the case of Sheriffs— 
that their expenses of pursuit would be 
visited upon their own pockets; who would 
have power to set at work intelligently all 
the agencies of justice todetect crime; high 
way robbery would Boon cease to be known 
in this State, escaping crim inals wonld he 
very few, and snub horrible atrocities as 
that of Thursday night, and as such scenes 
as recently occurred near Colfax, and such 
escapes as those of the Napa m urderer of 
a few years ago, that has cost the county 
thousand of dollars, would scarcely be pos­ 
sible. 
As a mere m atter of economy we believe 
a State constabulary would be comm enda­ 
ble, while, as already said, its usefulness in 
preventing crim e would be immeasurable. 
It would also save to rem ote and weak 
counties m uch of the heavy cost now im ­ 
posed in capturing highway robbers and 
in bringing them to punishm ent. 
W hat 
we need most in this State now, in our 
policy 
of 
preventing 
and 
detecting 
great 
crimes, is certainty of 
pursuit, 
capture 
and 
punishm ent, 
and 
this 
is 
beet 
conserved 
by 
an 
orderly 
system under which the whole force of 
peace officers in the State, the fifty-two 
Sheriffs, the three hundred deputies, five 
hundred Constables, twelve Chiefs of P*> 
lice and five hundred policemen and watch 
men, can be directed to a common end in 
orderly and according to well devised 
plans to capture escapes from justice. The 
very fact of such an organization would 
serve as a powerful deterrent influence. 
The cost of a State constabulary, such as 
suggested, would be insignificant compared 
to *he money now annually expended by 
the people under a system that lacks all 
the elem ents of order and economy. 
It is not too late to introduce and pass 
such a measure. It is worth the trial at 
least, and twenty thousand dollars could 
not in any experim ental direction be ex­ 
pended by the Legislature with better 
prom ise of saving to the counties four or 
five times that sum . Indeed, we can name 
instances where counties ill able to bear 
the burden have been compelled to expend 
from $2 000 to $20,000 to bring to justice a 
single highway robber. Yet all the people 
are equally interested in pursuit and pun­ 
ishm ent of knights of the road. 
Bills have 
several timec been introduced for the pur­ 
pose suggested in this article, but have 
been buried under other bills, and not 
defeated on their m erits. 
It has indeed 
been 
generally 
conceded 
to 
be 
an 
economic proposition to establish a State 
constabulary and siuce it is not a com plex 
m atter, does nat propose any 
political 
patronage and has the support of trial with 
success in other psrts. it is not too much to 
hope that even so late in the seeaion this 
Legislature m sv ri*e equal to the passage 
of the proper hill to give the plan a trial, 
w hich has, we believe, the indorsement of 
every experienced aCicer in the State, and 
is opposed by a class whose opposition is a 
credit to the proposition—the private d<- 
teetives.

T h e W e a th e r . 
The total rainfall for the present storm 
up to 5 o’clock last evening was .24 ot 
an inch, making .33 of an inch for Febru­ 
ary (to date), as against .57 of an inch for 
the entire month of February, 1888. 
There 
has been precipitated since January 1st of 
this year to date, but .48 of an inch, while 
for the same time last year there had been 
5.38 inches, therefore the year 1889 to date 
is far behind the year 1888, amounting to 
4.90 inches. 
Total amount for this spason to date is 
9 94 inches, as against 7 94 inches to an 
equal date last year, making the present 
season 2 inches ahead of last season to a 
corresponding date. 
It will be seen that 
last season gave but little rain before Christ­ 
mas, and the greater amonnt afterwards, 
while the present season reverses the tables 
and gives much before last Christmas and 
very little afterwards. 
The average temperature on Saturday was 
49°. being 4° cooler than the normal for 
that day. 
The highest and lowest tempera­ 
ture was 55° and 40°, with light rain at 
night. 
The average temperature yesterday was 
52°, being Io cooler than the normal for 
that day. The highest and lowest temper­ 
ature was 57° and 48°, with brisk southerly 
winds and showery weather;

In speaking of the railroad extension in 
Amador county the ledger of Saturday 
says : “ L. McLaine and E. C. Voorhies, 
two of the committee appointed to wait 
upon the railroad authorities and present 
the matter of extending a branch line to 
traverse the mineral belt of Amador conn tv, 
called upon Colonel Fred Crocker in San 
Francisco last Monday. They were fur­ 
nished with a communication, signed by a 
number of prominent citizens who have 
interested themselves in this matter, and 
setting forth in concise words the mutual 
advantages to be derived from a railroad.

C h am ber Its P o lic y . 
P aris, February 24th.—The Ministerial 
declaration, read in the Senate and Cham­ 
ber of Deputies yesterday, says:

have not hid from ourselves the difficulties 
of the hour, ar;d we are sustained by the 
thougni that you will not refuse to co-op­ 
erate with men presenting themselves to 
you, determined to accomplish the duty re­ 
quired by the situation. Our great tasks 
will be to secure the adoption of the 
budget of 1890 and to assure by a broad, 
tolerant and wise policy the success of the 
exhibition, which will show in industrious 
and pacific France all the people's industry 
and work. We hope you will satisfactorily 
conclude other important measures, such 
as the military law?, the discussion of 
which has begun. 
We consider that the 
Government’s principal duty is to prepare, 
for all Republicans and all Frenchmen 
loving order and liberty, ground for com­ 
mon, energetic, decisive action with a view 
to defend and streng'hen the rub' of peace, 
justice and progress, which France, in 
founding the R,-public, desired to give it­ 
self. 
The success of our policy depends 
upon our firmness and vigilance on which 
you may rely. 
W hile deciding to cover 
with our responsibility officials devoted to 
their duties, we shall severely judge faults 
and shortcomings. 
We consider it our im ­ 
perative duty to resolutely take all meas­ 
ures necessary to maintain order and re­ 
spect for the Republic by counteracting, 
or if necessary repressing factious enter­ 
prises.” 
The declaration was received with cheers 
by the members of the center. 
Le Courcel has declined the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, which Eugene Spulier has 
accepted.

named Daley, employed in the shop, bed said 
he could get no relief In the hospital. He was 
persuaded to get a pass, and started te go to the 
hospital, but the next the witness knew ot him 
he was found dead in the alley. Deceased had 
said that unless he got relief he would do away 
with himself. Dr. Durant was in charge of the 
hospital at th at time. 
Dr. Feller attended 
S 
atieuts in Dr. Durant’s absence. The hair oi 
eceased prisoner had come otrt in spots pre 
vious 10 his committing suicide. 
Witness 
thought he was demented. Medicine could not 
help him . In reply to a question by Mr. Storke, 
witness said he had not known any instance 
of the prison physician refusing to treat sick 
prisoners who made proper application. Wit­ 
ness had been at san Queuiin ten years. 
Dr. 
Fuller is the druggist at the prison. 
Witness 
had not publicly expressed his condemnation 
of the treatm ent given sfok prisoners. 
■CRANKY -XLLEY. 
A. G. Harrison, foreman ol the door depart­ 
m ent a t can Quentin, testified that deceased 
prisoner had asked fer and received a pass to 
the hospital on several occasions. One day pris 
oner asked for a certain patent medicine net 
kept at the prison. Afterward Mr. Boeil bad 
:otten it for him. Prisoner had killed himself 
y throwing himself from the fourth story. 
Witness thought a good many of the prisoners 
were partially insane. That kind are kept in 
‘•Cranky Alley.” 
The prisoners kept there 
were treated the same as in other parts of the 
prison. 
The cranks were generally put at 
scavenger work. 
About 800 out of the 1*300 
convicts are at work in the jute mills, sash and 
door factory and machine shop. The foremen 
have to show the prisoners how to do the work, 
and are appointed by the Directors, usually 
upon the recommendation of the contractors. 
Tlie-output of products of ban Quentin is very 
small compared with the totals for the whole 
State. 
MORE FROM BOELL. 
Witness Boell again took the stand and testi­ 
fied that the output of the sash and door factory 
at ban Quentin was so small that it did not in­ 
fluence the rate of wages paid in factories else­ 
where in the State. The contractors who use 
convict labor have to pay almost as much in 
th e loag run for production as outside m anu­ 
facturers do. The sash and door factory at San 
Quentin (yields the State about 880 000 profit 
each year. The old Directors had about de­ 
cided to close the factory, but the new adminis­ 
tration came in, and it was continued running, 
but it was understood that it was to be closed 
down on Marc-b 1st. The stock is exhausted 
and no orders have been given for new sup­ 
plies. 
PAUL TALKS OF FOLSOM. 
Captain M. Paul, Turnkey at Folsom for the 
last tour years, took the stand and testified that 
General John McComb was Warden at the time 
witness went there. For the first two mouths 
witness was gatekeeper, then roustabout, and 
also inspector o' food and supplies sent to pris­ 
oners. Very often the mutton sent by the bac- 
ramento contractor was not good- Hot fit to eat, 
in fact. ’1 he potatoes also were bad, being the 
refuse of the Sacramento market. Bread and 
beef averaged better, although ouco in * while 
the butcher would riug In a " stag ” which was 
not verv good. During three years John Mc­ 
Comb, Jr., was the commissar}-, but he did not 
attend to his duties. One of tne convicts super­ 
intended the cui ting up of the meats. Witness 
had in May, 1887, bent for yo„ug McComb to in­ 
spect some meat which was spoiled, for the 
purpose ol having it condemned, but McComb 
was in bed and refused to get up and inspect 
the meat, sending word that witness couldMIther 
accept it or let it alone. 
W 
GUZZLING GUAROS. 
The first guard witness saw drunk was George 
W. Nixon, who was appoiuted by Director Wil­ 
kins of ban RalaeL The guard was lying on a 
bench and could not be awakened. His pistol 
was taken away from him and he was cairied 
away to sleep it off. He was not discharged, but 
was taken from night duty and pnt on day duty. 
There was a guard named Dick Heinrich—a 
Sacramento m an—who got drank one night and 
threatened te whip the second watch—chief 
and all -b u t he was not discharged. The War­ 
den had the power to -dischargt guards. The 
Warden never inspected the prison until about 
the time of the Fncher investigation. General 
McComb attended to the office and left the de 
tails of the routine to Captain Chambers and 
Captain Murphy. 
In answer to questions by Mr. Coombs, witness 
stated that Warden Aull does not allow drunk- 
enuess among the employes ol the prison, being 
very strict in that respect. 


SOME H A RD -CITIZENS. 
A guard named Kelly had let a prisoner 
escape in December, 1884, and two years later 
was. for that escape, discharged by Warden 
McComb, who so staled in the discharge papers. 
Witness had known of prisoners being taken 
outside to work on Captain Chambers’ private 
ranch, a mile from the prison. 
Another guard, named Ben. Hanford, used to 
get drunk, also his wife, and then they would 
fight and arouse the neighborhood. W hen War­ 
den Aull came in, Hanford said he would have 
to skin out. aud did so. His wife left soon af­ 
terward. 
Matt. Reddy, the notorious straw-boudsman 
of ban Francisco, was sent up to Folsom to act 
as a guard. He one night got drunk and in­ 
sisted upon licking everybody he met. Mc­ 
Comb ordered other guards to take Reddy and 
deprive him of his pistol and put him to lied. 
Some ot the “ trusties” were allowed to sleep 
outside the walls of the prison. They were all 
short-term men. 


BA ILEY WAS SOLID. 
Favoritism was shown prisoners in some in­ 
stances. old Bill Gregg, a convict, in a quarrel 
slruck another convict named Roger O'Meara, 
bui. never was brought to account for it, al- 
thougn witness had made complaint. 
A convict named Bailey, subsequently trans­ 
ferred to ban Quentin, one day took a bed-slat 
and ussaulted «nottier prisoner named La Dow, 
* ut was not punished for it. Afterward La Dow 
jo t baca at valley with a pick handle 
La Dow 
was pnt on bread and water, but Bailey was 
not. 
On another occasion Bailey committed some 
offense and was put in solitary confinement on 
bread and water, but Captain Murphy ordered 
witness to slip food in to the prisoner at least 
once a day, in such a manner that the other 
convicts would not know ot it. 
Little Pete, the jury-bribing Chinaman, had 
been allowed to retain bis queue, by orders of 
McComb. Little Pete subsequently told witness 
that '.I had cost him considerable money to re­ 
tain his queue, and that if his money had been 
used in the right place he never would have 
been imprisoned at a!L 
COSTELLO'S CALEBS. 
A man named Costello, a clerk in Captain 
Chamber’s office, used frequently to get drunk. 
Costello made his home with a notorious woman 
who uved near the prison grounds and who 
used to smuggle opium in to the prisoners. Cos­ 
tello was not discharged ior these offenses. On 
one occasion, when Costello was drunk, he 
kicked out a window in the female department. 
Captains Chambers and Murphy used to keep 
these m at ere from the knowledge of Warden 
McComb as much as possible. 
The longest period of solitary confinement 
that witness knew of was two years. Tnis was 
the case of a man named bmith who had tried 
to escape. Another man known as "Blueskiu ” 
■was confined a year aud a half forrcfu«ing to 
work. "B lueekin" afterward became insane 
and s now in Stockton Asylum. 
Witness staled that the admininistration of 
Warden Aull is very creditable. The prisoners 
are more cheerful and contented than they were 
under General McComb. The commissary de­ 
partm ent is well managed aud the convicts are 
well fed and satisfied. 
The committee, at 1 o'clock, adjourned until 
evening. 
GENERAL M’COMB ARRIVES. 
General John McComb baring arrived in the 
. city about noon,Chairman Shanahan called the 
committee together at 8:#C o'clock. 
General McComb was sworn and took the 
stand. Chairmau Shanahan produced a bundle 
of letters, remarking th at he wished togive wit- 
nes* the fullest opportunity to explaiD every - 
th ng. 
General McComb declined to receive or ex­ 
amine the letters, saying that it would only be 
anticipating the proceedings to be held before 
th e Governor. He thought he should not be 
called upon to go txxyond the matters mentioned 
in the subpoena and in the Assembly resolution 
empowering the committee to proceed with the 
investigation. 
Ortrom suggested (.hat if General McComb de­ 
sirvo further time to give his testimony, it 
should be granted. 
General McComb asked for a r adjournment 
until Monday evening tor the purjioseof ar­ 
ranging a joint meeting with the Senate com- 
a itiic , 
Shanahan proposed that the com m ittee.go 
into executive session for the purpose of decid­ 
ing their future action. 
Mathews thought an -executive session mat 
not needed, and he objected to meeting jointly 
with the Senate Committee. 
Storke did not want to deiav the investigation, 
to t wished to proceed at once, as the time vat 
retting L'.ort and there were other important 
committee meetings next week. 
General McComb reiterated his desire that he 
be given tim e to give hi* testimony before the 
Assembly and Senate Committees i t joint ses­ 
sion, so a« to avoid going over the same testi­ 
mony twice. He stated that he wished to make 
his testimony thorough and oomplete as the in- 
Te*"igation proceeded. He thought it would be 
only a waste of time for th e Assembly Commit­ 
tee to exam ne him upon the subject of the 
letters to-day. 
Chairmau 4 hanahan scam tendered him a 


couple of Utters, bnt General McComb refused i 
to 100*1 at them. He, however, asked to see the ’ 
letter which stated that 14.000 jute bags had no*. , 
been produced in a day, áud which letter had I 
been referred to by Mr. Mathews. 
| 
Mr. 8torke proceeded to find the desire.! letter. 
It was >oon produced, marked “ Exhibit 38 ’’ 
Shanahan handed it to General McComb, aud 
requested him to state whether he wrote it. 
After a long examination General McComb 
replied: “T es sir. 1 wrote it. But the date of the 
letter is ‘ April 1, ’88,’ and at that time the state­ 
ment was true. The mill had then been run­ 
ning but about two weeks, and was not in fu 1 
working order. The capacity of 14,003 bags a 
day was reached later on. as was stated in one j 
of the other letteis which has been referred to.” ¡ 
In replv to a question by Mr. Mathews, wit- ‘ 
ness stated that it was not true that 100 looms 
run at night produced less than 75 run in the 
daytime. 
In answer to a question by Mr. Storke, wit­ 
ness stated that the cost of a bag by day work 
was 5 cents, and by night about o.3 cents. The 
fraction of extra cost was on account of the 
lights at night. Otherwise the output would be 
the same. 
Questioned by Mr. Mathews, witness stated 
that it was not true that on the books of the 
prison a part of the day product had been added 
to the night product lor the purpose of making 
a good showing. He stat d that the accounts 
do not distinguish between the day and night 
■output of each twenty-four hours. 
At the time the night shift was inaugurated it 
was desired to relieve fanners from the exac­ 
tions of the “ ring.” The night shift had served 
the desired purpose of immediately increasing 
the supply of jute bags. 
Oue objection to doubling the gilant of jute 
machinery was that it would require the best 
part of a year to get it here from Dundee. He 
thought there would be very little gained by 
stopping the night work and doubling the day 
capaeitr. 
Replying to questions by Mr. Ostrom, witness 
stated th at the cost of tacks h a i never gone 
beyond 5.27 cents each. He was in favor ot in­ 
creasing the revolving fund from St",000 to 
8100,000, so that necessary capital might be kept 
on hand with which to take advantage of bar­ 
gains in the jute market. 
Mr. Mathews informed the witness that the 
committee was in possession of a great mass of 
figures purporting to give the exact outputs of 
th e d iy a u d night shifts, and tending to show 
that the night shift had been a financial iailure. 


MORE LETTERS. 


Mr. Shanahan then handed witness “Exhibit 
20,” which, after a brief examination, he pro­ 
nounced genuine. Also. "Exhibit 5fi,” which 
was also declared genuine, and which read as 
follows: 
Warden's Office, San Quentin^Prison,

Marian County, Ca!_, Dec. 7,1888. / 
Mr. Walden: 
The “abstract of expenses.” 
table No. 3, in the eighth annual report of the 
Directors, show Mr. Snirley’s expenditures at 
8158,722, as against 8184,176 in the ninth annual 
report. How can these 826,000 be accounted for? 
That is the question we shall be called upon to 
meet in the morning. 
I don’t knowhow these abstracts are made 
up, as there does not seem to be any rule for 
separating sums that appear in the table of dis­ 
bursements. 
The table made by Mr. John is very good, but 
needs a little polishing on the la t page. He 
treats of the gross disbursements, and makes it 
satisfactory exhibit, but we are just now called 
upon to meet the 826,000 puzzle. I think it will 
not be difficult to liud that amouut in extra 
cost of food, extra rations, increased cost of 
coal, gatling guns and cannons, electric lights, 
gas fixtures, extra gas, horses, houses, tools, 
pallsad ng, bituminous rock. etc. 
John M e.omb. Warden. 
Questioned by Mr. Storke, witness said the 
letter was self-explanatory, and perfectly clear 
concerning the ‘ 826,000 puzz.le.” The galling 
guDs and cannon, lor instance, had cost 60ine 
82,400. He would not undertake to state the 
amount ot the other items mentioned without 
referring to the books. 
He explained that the "extra rations” meant 
both more and better rations. The cost per 
capita of m aintaining prisoners is estimated 
mainly from past experience. TUe rate is about 
42% cents per day. Une hundred and fifty pris­ 
oners had been transferred from Folsom to San 
Quentin. 
In reply to question by Mr. Mathew ?, witness 
said he estimated the prison would require 8230,­ 
000 a year for the next two fiscal years, in addi 
tion to the profits received from the mauufact 
ures carried on within th e :prison. This was 
S'29,000 higher than the estimate for each of the 
last two years. 
Replying to Mr. Shanahan, witness stated 
that ex-convict Walden had proven himself a 
valuable man and worthy of confidence. He 
had been recommended by Captain Thomas, 
who had now unjustly and falsely accused 
Walden 
Mr. Walden was present and manifested a de­ 
sire to address the committee, but was not 
called upon to do so. 


SOMETHING ABOUT SACKS. 
Replying to Mr Whitehurst, witness stated 
that all purchasers of sacks had been required 
to send the cash with their orders. Boggs, Rose, 
Hager, Puund-tone aud such well-known men 
had been given the privilege of paying on de­ 
liver}-. 
Paris Kiibourn had bought a large 
quantity of sacks which he had paid for by a 
check dated seven days ahead. / It had been 
cashed in due course of b'JBiness. Albert Galla­ 
tin bad bought sacks on one occasion, and gave 
a check dated fifteen or twenty days ahead, as 
he did not wish the goods delivered until that 
time. 
Other prominent consumers had been 
permitted to telegraph their orders for sacks, 
and pay for them oil delivery. He had instruc­ 
tions from the Board of Directors not to charge 
more than eight cents per sack. Up to that limit 
he sold at a fraction under the tilling market 
price. When the market rate exceeded eight 
cents the price at San Quentin remained at that 
limit. The m arket price had sometimes gone to 
nine and a half cents. 
..Exhibit 5” was handed the witness and 
identified as genuine. 
ÍThis letter referred to complaints made by 
Rector, the foreman ot the night shift in the 
jute mill, who had complained to the Warden 
that he was getting discouraged trying to make 
a success of it. 
Also, “ Exhibit 6” pronounced genuine by 
the witness: 
"October 4,1888—Director Scrivuer is of the 
opinion that it will be best to have the reorgan­ 
ization of the night shilt made before the meet­ 
ing of the Board, so that he can say, positively, 
that the night shift is running with nearly the 
full complement of prisoners. It Scrivner made 
that statement he was imposed upon, as such 
was not the ease. I think you had better report 
to me exactly what you said to the Governor on 
the subject, so that I may make what I have to 
say fit in what you have already said." 
At the request of Mr. Mathews, the commit­ 
tee's stenographer read the figures previously 
alluded to as having beer furnished by Captain 
Thomas, and showing that the night shift was a 
failure. 
McComb remarked that the figures undoubt­ 
edly had been “manulactured’ 
by Captain 
Thomas, as the mill accounts were not kept so 
as to distinguish between the night and day 
shifts. 
At 6 o'clock the committee adjourned until 
7:30. 
At the evening session General McComb again 
took the stand. The committee desired him to 
pass upon the letters, some sixty in number, 
one by one, but the General demurred and 
asked that they be left until the next meeting 
of the committee. 
After considerable discus­ 
sion the clerk of the committee was instructed 
to notify the senate Committee on State Prisons 
that the Assembly Committee on Ways and 
Means will continue the investigation at á meet­ 
ing to be held at the Slate Library next Tuesday 
evening, at which time Warden McComb will 
be present aud pass upon the letters and also 
present important figures coucernlug the much 
talked-of jute mill. 
Chairman Shanahan read aloud the following 
letter: 
San Francisco, May 25, 1888. 
Dear Ben.—Lnttrell came back this morning, 
feeling first-rate. He is so thoroughly com­ 
mitted that I have no fears of his kicking over 
the traces again soon. That was a magnificent 
scheme we concocted to form a syndicate, and 
worked to a charm 
Haven’t seen Sonnteg, but 
from what Lultrell tells me, his enthusiasm 
grows as it gets older. 1 he idea of making him 
the leader did the business. You ought to ex­ 
plain that little racket to the General. It is too 
good to keeD from him 
Now for the mai - business. Gillis hasn't been 
in, and 1 suppose will not be to-day. Have been 
looking for him all aav. I think’the idea you 
suggested of putting in some of our reserve 
forces a good one. We must not let the battle 
lag. If we do, it will get stale and hard to 
move. Delays are always dangerous and tend to 
make your combination disjointed, and very 
much weaken the effort. So let us bring up 
some of the reserves and put them in line. Let 
Higgins be brought into the fight, as you sug­ 
gested. It seems that there can never be a bet­ 
ter time to do that than the present. Certainly 
; no harm can come of it. it will only strengthen, 
[even it it proves to have been unnecessary. 
J H adn't you better communicate with Gillis and 
I learn what he is doing? Yours, truly, 
J. J. Scbivker. 
j 
General McComb remarkod that Mr. Scrivner 
, was the proper person to explain that letter. It 
: was so fanciful and ambiguous that be would 
¡ not attem pt to do it. Said he knew nothing of 
, the maltess so mysteriously alluded to, and had 
j no opinion to expresa 
! 
In reply to Shanahan, McComb stated that the 
bosses over in San Francisco received the same 
consideration that otber distinguished r.-en do 
ia the matter of recommendations for appoint­ 
ments. 
In answer to question? by Storke, he said that 
at the present time thete are employed in the 
.prison seven-or eight Higgins men and four or 
dive Buckley men 
Some ol them were already 
che re when he took charge of can Quentin. 
The committee adjourned until Mouday even­ 
ing. at w hici time it is expected fitat J. J. 
Scrivner J. K. Luttreil, Captaiu G W. Thomas, 
I R. H. Beamer and perhaps some others will be 
pac sent.
